In Kan­ 
sas, how'ev er, the December tax collec­ 
tions were $6 6 1,000 higher than in 19 30 
on sales of 6 per cent less gasoline; re­ 
funds allowed the users of tractors had 
dropped from V3H> to 12 per cent, a 33 
per cent decrease in twelv e months; and 
the state has indicted fifteen ev aders of 
the gas tax and is going after 200 forgery 
cases. 
Illinois sold less gasoline and collected 
$7 28,000 more than last year in the J uly- 
October period, w'hile the prosecution of 
fifty ev aders is said to hav e thrown a 
scare into some others. 
Michigan’s collections 
rose 
last fall, 
when sales usually fall off, and Pennsyl­ 
v ania has piled up 800 indictments against 
against alleged offenders. 
According to the Business Week, the oil 
companies feel encouraged by showings 
like these, and accredit them partly to 
their owm “ v igilance 
committee, 
w^hich 
they organized shortly after the racke­ 
teers began to cut into legitimate busi­ 
ness. 
But it will be wise for states, or 
ev en a federal gov ernment, w'hich con­ 
template increasing the gas taxes, to note 
what too high a lev y breeds.

The late Mme, Rejane, one 
of the foremost French actresses, 
paid many tributes to her Ameri- 
ean contemporary’s ability in this 
field.

Mrs. Fiske was born in New Or­ 
leans, La., December 19, 18 65, the 
daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth 
([Madden! Dav ey. 
Her father w*as 
well knowm in the south as a the­ 
atrical 
manager, 
and 
her 
mother 
was the daughter of Richard Mad­ 
den, 
an 
English 
musician, 
who 
brought 
his 
large 
family to 
this 
country and organized a trav eling 
concert company composed of his 
own 
children 
and 
known 
as 
the 
[Madden Family. 
The daughter was 
christened 
Mary 
Augusta 
Dav ey, 
which she dropped in fav or of her 
mother’s maiden name early in her 
stage career. 
Minnie Madden, not quite three 
years of age, first stood behind the 
footlights in Little Rock, Ark., wiien 
she played in “Richard III” as the 
Duke of York, a juv enile part. From 
then until she was 14 she acted 
continuously, taking part in a wide 
v ariety of plays including “Hunted 
Down,” “King John,” “The Two Or­ 
phans” and many others.

De­ 
spite her ev er changing residence, 
her education was methodical, sii- 
jierv ised, as it was, by her mother, 
a woman of broad culture.

Harry H. Blapden Kidnap­ 
ed Frees Self at Clev e­ 
land After Struggle

spectacular escape from kidnapers 
who

prisoner, 
his 
life in danger, since last Thursday, 
H arry 
H. 
Blagden, 
45. 
wealthy 
Eastern sportsman, staggered early 
today into the home of a friend In 
Cleveland. 
He was suffering from 
knockout 
drops, 
rough 
treatment 
and fatigue. 


Blagden, prominent in New York 
and W ashington society, had been 
held for ransom since last Thurs­ 
day w'hen he -was kidnaped from a 
cottage 
at 
Saranac 
Lake, 
N. 
Y. 
Relatives had feared he was mur­ 
dered. 


He said he was brought to Cleve­ 
land by his kidnapers after many 
hours 
of 
traveling 
and 
probably 
two days Imprisonment in a win- 
dowless 
room 
above 
a 
garage, 
which he believes was in Albany, 
N. Y. 
A ll of the time his life was 
in danger and once the abductors 
threatened to kill him. 
Shortly 
after their 
arrival 
in 
Cleveland, 
two 
of 
the 
kidnapers, 
knowm only as " Jim " and "Zeke,” 
went into a house to eat, leaving 
Blagden lying In the back of the 
truck under guard of a third man 
called "C u rly." 
Blagden 
feigned 
sleep, 
he 
told 
police 
later, 
and 
wiien 
Curly 
re­ 
laxed his vigilance, the sportsman 
summoned 
all 
his 
remaining 
strength and knocked the guard to 
the floor with a blow to the stom­ 
ach. 
W resting a revolver from C u iiy ’s 
hand, Blagden struck him with it 
several times and 
then 
ran until 
breathless. 
He said he had no idea 
in what city he was until he in­ 
quired 
of

passerby. 
Then, 
e.x- 
hausted from his harrowing experi­ 
ences, he went to the home of his 
friend. 
Claude 
J. 
Peck, and sum­ 
moned police. 
There, 
Blagden 
related 
how he 
was kidnaped. 
He said he was pre­ 
paring to retire for the night in 
the Saranac Lake cottage when he 
heard

knock at 
the rear door. 
Answering it, he was confronted by 
a man who asked to use the tele­ 
phone. 
Blagden admitted him and started 
to 
enter another room.
